CONTROL EQUIPMENT CONTINUES TO REST WITH MILITARY. 

-(B) FUTURE PLANS ROYAL AIR MAROC (AT) RCAA MET WITH MR. SAID BEN AL

AT'S DIRECTOR GENERAL, WHO STATED HE WILL INCREASE AT'S FREQUENCIES 
TO NEW YORK AND MONTREAL (SEE REF A) TO FOUR AS APRIL 1, 1976. MR.

-(C) AIR MAGHREB: DURING MEETING WITH MR. SAID BEN ALI (SEE PREVIOUS 
PARA) RCAA ASKED FOR STATUS THIS PLANNED CONSORTIUM OF ROYAL AIR MARO 
C, 

TUNIS AIR AND AIR ALGERIE. AT S DIRECTOR GENERAL APPEARED TO BE 
SLIGHTLY EMBARRASED BY RCAA QUERY THIS SUBJECT AND REPLIED THAT QUOTE 
AIR MAGHREB IS NOT DEAD, IT JUST KEEPS ON SLEEPING. UNQUOTE. 

RCAA COMMENT: OTHER SOURCES HAVE CONFIRMED FACT THAT BIRTH AIR

AND DIRECTOR AGRICOLAIR. MOROCCO'S LARGEST GENERAL AVIATION (GA) 
MAINTENANCE BASE DISCUSSED GA MARKET IN MOROCCO WITH RCAA REVEALING 
GOVERNMENT'S IMPORT AND OTHER DUTIES ON GA AIRCRAFT PLUS LAW PRO- 
HIBITING ANY AIRCRAFT LARGER THAN SIX PLACE BE USED FOR AIR CHARTER 
EFFECTIVELY PREVENTING DEVELOPMENT SALES GA AIRCRAFT IN COUNTRY. 
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OTHER FACTORS ARE SHORTAGE TRAINED MECHANICS COVERAGE, IEDEAL FLYING
